HARD LINES 

EVEN at college it can not be avoided; one is called upon to 
make cxproiï.sions of his opinion cither tliis way or that 
way, when as a matter of fact one would prefer neither this nor 
that hut another way, or more than likely would, prefer not to 
be forced 1o make an analy.'^is of his feeling.'; at all. 

We are referring in particular to the matter oC the Junior 
Prom vote yesterday. Now in this case considerations are simple, 
and the easiest, in fact tlic only way to find out the general 
opinion was to choose two alternatives and to ask the juniors 
to give Iheir vote to one or the other. Indeed, it is by far the 
■easiest method, in those matters about which some of us arc al- 
ready called upon to give our exact opinions and upon Avhich 
some of us will be in the next few years, to name two opinion.?, 
and say "Which is yours?" If we reply, 'a'nvàiôt|i?ure ; I'd rather 
not say," we arc told we are not doing our duty. ' 

There is a debate today as to whether one should draw a 
line somewhere or not. We doubt whether the line the debaters 
are considering is the kind we speak of; we are in opposition 
to the drawing of any hard and fast line of division of opinion 
in complex matters. The fact that. there is any division possible 
indicates that on both sides must be good points. Why could 
not the commendable aspects of both sides be combined in a 
better project? 

George Bernard Shaw may claim that any normal human at 
the age of iwenty-one should have radical ideas; yet surely he 
will not claim that these ideas should be put in definite shape 
before they are thcroughly out. An education, and particularly a 
■college education, is partly to teach one to consider the merit 
of both sides of any project. Y'et the individual is bound down by 
a system which makes us choose one side to utver condemnation 
of the other. - 

Men of advanced views now. call any, who prefer to remain 
in their present condition, "die-hards" and are in turn accused 
of A\-ishing to ove)-throw everything that i^'good in the world, 
and establish what is embodied in the worst of their ideas in 
place. The terms tory and radical would disappear along with 
compulsory division of opinion, and both would be merged in a 
common party with constj-uctive projects. t 

But we will not go so far in this opinion that a reader may 
accuse us of drawing lines ourself. It must be admitted that in 
some matters it must be decided that one side is right, and one 
àùe is wrong; yet a welcome improvement would be one which 
would allow the opinion of the community to be as open, as 
changeable and as complex as that of an- individual. 

FRESHMAN SPEAKERS 

THE CRY of 'Not Wanted' has arisen and we echoed it yes- 
terda.v. Reflection has been cast upon the usefulness of a 
university education and if we are to justify our position at 
all there must be arguments in our favor to l:^e quoted at any 
juncture. Today first year men in the University will have the 
opportunity pro or con upon the matter. 

This afternoon the Freshmen Public SiJeakiiig Contest will 
be held in the Union, the title of the subject being "A univer.sity 
education is of value in later life." lie who would follow in the 
the wake of Ken Baker and Fred Stone, as liolder of the Bovey 
Shield, must be well aware that to achieve such an honor means 
;a standard of excellency that is high in university cii'deij. 

It is through the kindness and generosity of Col. Wilfrid 
Bovey, head of the Department of Extra-Mural Relatioiis and 
warm supporte)- of the Debating 'Union Society, that the shield 
càwarded to the winner for the year. Stipulation is made 
,^t- competitors .shall be in their first year at university. This 
includes those who enter McGill with Senior Mati-iculation but 
excludes tiiose who are freshmen in faculties, such as Law, The- 
ology and Medicine, which really are graduate studies. 

McGill, situated in a bi-lingual province, has always in- 
.sisted that first year men have French as a su))ject. The De- 
.bating Union Society h^s speakers of either language upon its 
floor. Becau-se the two go hand in hand the rules of t)ie Jiovey 
Shield Contest permit a speaker to use eithei-. Tiie standard 
of delivery will be judged upon the purity of either English or 
French, and the absence of accent in either. 

Choral Work 

¥ERy coii.':cientiou.s v.'ork on tlie part of the Choral Society 
ha.s been the keynote of the uroductions in the jjast. By 
branching out in light opera, and that of the excellent comic 
type of Gilbert and Sullivan, it did its best to present before a 
public, that had not acquired a taste for it, something of tiie bet- 
ter" type of choral work. 

This year the Student.^' Council found that it could not 
justify it.self in .supporting such a production for another year, 
' and suggested to the Choral Society that it take up. choral work 
of another kind. Last night the society were in full accord 
with the suggestion. Their worjc, we ^cnçwn, will J?e just as 
conscientious but it will be decidedly lighter. 

There is .some .suggestion of another Glipra'I Society being 
formed by the faithful adherents to comic ,9;?e;^;a. This will 
not be under the sponsoring of the Students' Council. Max 
Ford in.si.sted tliat the McGill Opei-atic and Cliorul Society be an 
entirely .student oj'gani.sation. Student.s may be asked to join

Is an CMilnonlly truslworlliy 
I'ooU. In 11 the aiillior, Xalhan V'lislcii, 
who is profcï.>îor oC zoology nl Oregon 
Stale Agricultural College, has col- 
lected all the known facts ot evolution 
and has stated them with a clearness 
which is remarkable in a man ot sel- j 

CDCC. 

In several chapters Prof. I'astcn 
considers seriously tho Imbcctllties of 
fundamentalism' and gravely. ' points 
out that they are Inconsistant with 
all known !>cicntific facts. It is rather 
like entering Into a ponderous scien- 
tific dissertation to disprove ihe ex- 
istence ot Sajita Clause. Fundamen- 
talism Is the result ot a misplaced nl- 
legiancc^to; the absurdities ot a dc- 
funct niyUiologj' and as such Is un- 
worlliy o£ mention hy a man, science 
or oven IntclMscnco. It arose from 
that poetically delightful but scicntit- 
ically absurd anthro'pomorphlc theology 
which cajiie out of the superstition in- 
tested jungles of the Middle Ages, 
and -ttllU continues to have so potent 
an influence on the majority àt man- 
kind. In many ot the southern states 
the term evolutionist Is synomonous 
with atheist, and one. prominent fun- 
damentalist heroically, but somewhat 
hysterically, declared tliat It It was 
nccossar.v to teach tlie tlieory ot evo- 
lution to medical students ho would 
prefer to see his fellow beings racked 
with disease rather than they should 
lose their failli In the Bible. 

Such an attitude Is truly Amazing 
In the twentieth century. For our 
part, we cannot understand iiow any 
freethinkiiig man can see anylliing In 
the theory of evolution incompatible 
with a personal conception ot Oui. 
It merely needs a broader outlook and 
a greater sense of perspective. Tliat It 
dcstroy.'i all (.liildi.sli aiitliropomprfihla 
notion."--, iiowovcr, i.s iiiideni.al)le. 

I'rof. I'astcii trc.Tts eyolution, not 
according to Uio narrow or popular 
idea of it, but as a great and funda- 
mental principle Inherent In the na- 
lure of the universe, and gives all the 
known forAa of the theory os It stands 
loduy, prcKenling evidence from every 
.■if.ience, from paleontology to morpho- 
logy which throws light on it. "Origin 
Through livolulion," Is a very com- 
plete book and even contains a cliop- 
ter on cxolultonary philosophy and a 
hlfc'lily Kiieculiulve oiio on tlio possible 
future evolulloM of tlie iiuinaii race. 
I'erliopii the uullior's gravest fault Is 
his failing for dogmatism. IJo oflen 
spcttkH Willi almost oracular certain- 
ly of things which are controversial 
and often tiieorellcul, and has all the 
scionliiils Jovo lor iihsolutcs, which 
cxisl only in llic mind and at best 
ai;u made for convenience, and all tho 
scientist's lack of humility before the 
greatness ot the universe. 

That wo slipuld bluano hlin for Ll|c 
common failings of his class is Jinfalr, 
and wo recommend llic book to any- 
one who is aii.\luus lo have all tlio 
facts ot evolution, aa it now hiaiid.s, 
presented to iiim in a lucid and inlcl- 
ligil>lo manner.

POSltlOrf FOR BOXING 

On guardl Uefl foot fo(;ward, wall supported by •ufflclent distance 
between the legs. Ucft foot should be partially flat on the oroiind, with 
weight well Supported on tha rinhl lea and of cours» en your right too 
with head raised. Gat your balance, feel the elasticity oi your own 

movement when in this position. 

,„, ... , , r - Elbows close io your side, left 

arm slightly to ths fore with right 
hand in position, Just ovor tho 
heart. Stand straight, not too 
correct, just your natural aland - 
ing position. Drep the body to 
your right sHbI'*'/ keeping your 
chin protected by your left 
shouldor, fairly close to your body. 
Now you nro all set and en guard 
for boxing. 

At all times keep tlic loft foot 
in front, and don't crons the leg 
which of course would prove fnt.-il 
aa far as moving towards yoiir 
opponent Is concornod. The first 
aim is to learn tho proper stanco 
or position Io aasumo whiU box- 
ing. 

The axpenent prasoryes ■ grace- 
ful. wall balancad peiao, relioa on a 
, clever left Jab to koop away his 
opponent, knows all the finar 

tricks of avoiding punislimont and 
effective countering, and choses to 
win his battle en points. He is an outfighter, no crude, wild 'hay-mak- 
er' mixing for him. Skill, cleverneas, and acisnco ara..ths styjistt stock 
in trade. 

Many clever boxers cliange theii^^itan^;aecording to th» typt of op- 
Vonont they -aro, facing, " Rsmembor thisi if the feet are in tha correct 
-pocition,-ao is 'ths 'body. - The fundamentals of boxing, aspeeially pa- 
^sitiorr er stance, are so orthcdox that if thirty boxing inatruetora were 
asked to write a doscri.ition of lead, blacking, side atepping, feinting, 
etc. they would really only vary in the phrasing. Yet it Is an approved 
fact that no two men box exactly aliko. . 

The next thing we have to master is approaching or advancing, than 
stepping away or retiring from an opponsnt. ' Advancing toward your 
opponent keep the left feot forward, stepping off with that foot, follow- 
ing in short steps with your right. In retiring or backing away from 
an over aggressive opponent step away fast, atarting with your right 
foot followed with the same precision with your laft; in fact exactly the 
revsrs: of the proscdure in advancing. Presuming your opponent is one 
of rugged type, no style or poise, just throwing his blows wild and swing- 
ing from the 'ground. In this case one has to act with spesd of foot as 
well as thought; there-rore, step away with both feet at tho same time — 
sort of a jump,— keeping both arms well to the floor. Never have y«ur 
arms rigid or stiff— loosen your whole body.'^specially ths urms, keeping 
them moving always, no matter what style or typa of opponent you are 
facing. When occasions come to strike or hit put everything behind the 
blow and tighten up the muscles. 

When on guard eliminate the idea of ths open hand as this is the aas- 
iest way in the world to encourage sprained «r perhaps fractured fingers, 
wrists, etc. Keep your hands or glovos closed always whon sparring— 
. not . necessarily tightly. Just enough for your own protection so that: 
when your opponent leads, perhaps erratically, he will not conntet with 
your thumb, which is so oTten ths case among the novices. Look after 
your hands, and know just how to hit, which subjact will b$ aKplained in 
a later ch?.,oter. 

Anothpr vital point in the position of the arm.— Always close tht mouth 
with teeth set tight, breathing of course through the nose, as if you must 
talk when -sparringj a .'glancing blow may m,»an' a steep dentist's bill.' 
Practice tajking wit> your terth ;togt)lhdr, ospacially in the gym, for prac- 
tically all injuries'-are" caused while training for competition. Prevention 
is better than care!

Work hard; hard work 
usually brings results: results usual- 
ly bring self-confidence. 

Tliu way a man talks — his voice, 
gestures, eye movements, und other 
such readily notiecuijic points— go a 
long way in fijriiiorlng lii.s chances to 
scli liimsei:'. l^erhap.s wc all can't be 
riuenl Siical;'-".-.-^, ii;it «<■ all can culti- 
vate an earnest tone, a directness o!
